SUMMARY 

Prices ;     Prices  continued  to  rise.    The  index  of  land  prices  indicates 
a  rise  of  nearly  1  percent  over  the  last  quarter,  4  percent  over 
the  second  quarter  of  1944,  and  71  percent  over  the  second  quarter 
of  1941. 

Finance ♦  Sixty- five  percent  of  all  sales  were  for  cash,  26  percent 
were  financed  with  mortgages,  and  9  percent  were  contracts  for 
deed. 

Volume.    The  number  of  sales  was  27  percent  less  than  a  year  ago. 

Buyers.    Farmers  bought  74  percent  of  the  tracts  compared  with  79  per- 
cent a  year  ago.    Seventy-eight  percent  of  the  farmer  buyers  were 
owner-operators,  19  percent  were  tenants,  and  3  percent  were 
farmer's  sons  and  farm  laborers. 

Sellers*     Individuals  sold  59  percent  of  the  tracts;  estates,  8  percent; 
insurance  companies,  12  percent;  federal  land  banks,  4  percent; 
other  corporations,  5  percent;  state  governments,  2  percent;  and 
county  governments,  10  percent.    Individuals  sold  63  percent  a 
year  ago*  corporations,  13  percent;  and  state  and  county  govern- 
ments, 24  percent. 

Resales:  Ten  percent  of  the  sales  were  resales  of  tracts  purchased 
during  the  preceding  24  months.

TREND  IN  LAND  PRICES 

Land  pricos  continued  to  rise  in  the  second  quarter  of  1945 
(table  1).     2/    The  index  is  approximately  1  percent  higher  than  for 
the  preceding  quarter,  4  percent  higher  than  for  the  some  quarter  a 
year  ago,  and  71  percent  higher  than  for  the  same  quarter  of  1941, 
The  index  for  Adams,  Judith  Basin,  Lancaster,  Ward,  Brown,  and  Clay 
Counties  reached  the  highest  point  since  the  beginning  of  the  survey. 
The  index  for  Haskell  and  Traill  Counties  was  lower  than  that  of  the 
preceding  quarter,,  when  the  highest  point  was  reached.     The  index  for 
Howard  and  Morton  Counties  was  higher  this  quarter  than  last,  but  some- 
what later  than  that  of  the  second  quarter  of  1944,    The  greatest  in- 
crease occurred  in  Adams  County,  and  the  greatest  docroaso,  in  Dickinson 
County, 

The  average  price  per  acre  was  higher  in  5  counties  this  quarter 
than    last  quarter  and 'higher  in  7  counties  than  a  year  ago  (table  2), 
In  Ward  and  Clay  Counties,  the  average  price  per  acre  was  the  highest 
of  any  quarter  of  this  study. 

The  average  price  per  acre  does  not  reflect  all  of  the  changes  in 
prico  because  of  differences  in  quality  of  land  sold.  Assessed  values, 
which  indicate  quality  in  a  general  way,  arc  available  for  11  counties. 
In  6  of  those  11  counties,  tho  average  assessed  value  per  acre  of  land 
sold  was  lower,  indicating  lower  quality.  In  4  of  these  counties,  the 
average  price  was  also  lower,  but  in  the  other  2  counties,  the  average 
prico  per  acre  was  higher  in  spite  of  lower  quality  (table  3). 


1/    Recorded  land  transfers  from  county  records  and  other,  available 
sources.     Data  for  Montana  and  North  Dakota  wore  developed  under  co- 
operative agreements  with  the  Montana- Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
and  tho  North  Dakota  Agricultural  Experiment  Station,    South  Dakota 
and  Kansas  counties  wore  dovelopod  under  informal  cooperation  with 
Agricultural  Economics  Departments  of  the  Agricultural  Experiment 
Stations  in  those-  states*-  -

quarter.    The  index  numbers  for  all  othor  counties  woro  constructed 
from  quartorly  average  ratios  of  salos  pricos  to  assessed  valuation 
according  to  tho  method  described  in  "Index  of  Farm  Roal  Estate  Pricos 
for  Selected  Counties  in  the  Northern  Great  Plains  States,"  Res,  Memo, 
No,  18,  February  1944.     Tho  average  index  serios  for  the  sovontoen 
counties  was  dorivod  from  tho  county  serios  by  giving  each  county  tho 
weight  of  one. 


Unfavorable  seeding  conditions  over  most  of  tho  region  in  the 
spring  of  1945,  did  not  give  much  promise  of  a  good  crop.  Undoubtedly, 
the  poor  prospects  kept  prices  from  rising  as  much  as  otherwise  might 
have  been  the  case , 


FIKAECE  OF  LAND  SALES 

There  was  an  increase  this  quarter  in  tho  proportion  of  cash  sales 
and  *a  decrease  in  tho  proportion  of  mortgage  sales  and  contracts  for 
deed.  Cash  sales  accounted  for  65  percent  of  tho  total;  sales  financed 
with  mortgages,  26  percent;  and  contracts  for  deed,  9  percent  (table  4] 
In  Haskell  and  Traill  Counties,  all  sales  were  for  cash.  In  three  othe 
counties — Judith  Basin,  Stutsman,  and  Haakon--morc  than  75  percent  were 
for  cash,  and  in  only  4  counties- -Howard,  Lancaster,  Brookings,  and 
Brown--worc  50  percent  or  less  of  the  sales  for  cash. 

Mortgage- financed  sales  were  most  prevalent  in  Howard  and  Lancastc 
Counties,  where  61  percent  and  58  pjreent  wcro  of  this  type.  Contracts 
for  deed  wore  used  in  the  Korth  and  South  Dakota  counties,  with  tho 
exception  of  Traill  and  Clay  Counties,    The  highost  percentage  of 
contracts  for  doed  was  in  Ward  County.    State  and  county  governments 
were  the  main  users  of  the  contract  for  deed. 

Sellers  continued  to  supply  tho  largest  portion  of  credit  used  to 
finance  land  sales  (table  5).     Of  all  sales  involving  credit,  62  percer 
were  financed  by  seller  mortgages,  35  percent  by  other  now  mortgages, 
and  3  percent  by  assumed  mortgages.     The  financing  of  land  sales  by  tha 
use  of  other  new  mortgages  wr.s  greater  this  quarter  than  last.  This 
typo  of  financing  gradually  has  beoomo  more  important  as  the  percentage 
of  mortgage-financod  sales  has  increased  each  quarter  during  the  past 
year.    Individuals  furnished  the  credit  usod  in  33  percent  of  the 
mortgages  taken  by  others  than  tho  seller,  commercial  banks,  24  percent 
federal  land  banks,  19  percent;  insuranco  companies,  18  percent;  and 
others,  6  percent.     Sellers  financed  the  greater  share  of  salos  involvi 
credit  in  Stutsman,  "Jard,  Traill,  Brookings,  Brown,  and  Clay  Counties. 
New  mortgages  by  other  than  sellers  were  used  to  finance  most  of  the 
land  sales  involving  credit  in  Adams,  Dickinson,  Judith  3asin  and 
Lan caster  Counties. 

The  buyers  had  an  average  equity  of  44  percent  in  mortgage  s-.les, 
which  was  the  same  as  last  quarter,  and  25  percent  in  contracts  for 
deed,  which  was  slightly  lower  than  last  quarter.    In  only  Judith  Besir 
and  Deuel  Counties  was  the  average  equity  in  mortgage  sales  in  excess 
of  60  porcent,     Brookings  County  was  the  only  one  in  which  the  average 
equity  in  contracts  for  deed  was  less  than  20  percent. 
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Tho  range  in  interest  rates  and  the  predominating  interest  rate  in 
all  mortgages  made  in  connection  with  land  sales  this  quarter  by  type 
of  lender,  are  as  follows;

Approximately  46  percent  of  the  mortgages  had  a  4  percent  interest 
rate  and  29  percent,  a  5  percent  inerest  rate, 

The  length  of  time  in  which  the  mortgages  will  become  due  varied 
considerably,  from  loss  than  1  year  to  35  years,    Only  one  mortgage^ 
which  was  made  by  a  commercial  bank4  was  made  "due  on  demand,"  Slightly 
over  10  percent  of  tho  mortgages  wore  for  3  years  or  less;  36  percent ^ 
in  5  years  or  less;  59  percent^  in  10  yeasts  or  less*  and  88  percent, 
in  15  years  or  loss,    Nearly  half  of  the  mortgages  made  this  quarter 
wore  for  a  term  of  5  to  10  years.    Most  of  the  mortgages  made  by 
individuals  were  for  5  years  or  lcss?  and  none  exceeded  15  years , 
The  mortgages  made  by  commercial  banks  were  duo  in  5  to  10  years, 
The  mortgages  mads  by  insuranco  companies  were  for  a  term  of  5  years 
to  24  years,  with  the  15- year  mortgage  being  tho  most  common.  The 
federal  Jand  bank  mortgages  were  made  for  a  term  of  20  to  35  years,  and 
the  land  bank  commissioner  mortgagos  for  20  years  or  less,     The  other 
corporations  mado  short-term  mortgagos  pf  5  years  or  loss, 

Mortgage  indebtedness  varied  from  18  percent  of  the  sale  price  to 
nearly  100  percent,    Nine  percent  pf  the  mortgages  exceeded  80  percent 
of  the  sales  price;  54  pe  rcont  wore  from  51  percent  to  80  percent;  and 
37  percent  wore  50  percent  or  less,    iiost  of  the  mortgages  taken  by 
insurance  companies  ranged  from  61  percent  to  90  percent  of  tho  sales 
price.     The  combined  mortgages  of  the  federal  land  banks  and  tho  land 
bank  commissioner  rangod  from  39  pcrcont  to  86  percent  of  the  sales 
prico.     The  mortgages  taken  by  individuals  and  commercial  banks  woro 
loss  than  50  percont  of  the  sales  price  more  often  than  those  of 
insurance  companies  and  federal  land  banks. 

VOLUME)  OF  SAL3S 

Tho  number  of  sales  this  quarter  was  27  percent  less  than  in  the 
same  quarter  of  1944  (table  6),     There  woro  499  sales  this  quarter 
comparod  with  677  of  a  year  ago.     One  of  the  reasons  for  the  smaller 
number  of  sales  is  the,  reduction  in  the  number  of  state  and  county 
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sales,  primarily  in  tho  North  and  South  Dakota  counties.     In  throe 
countic s- -Adams ,  Haskell,  and  Lancaster — there  was  a  largoi  number  of 
sales  this  quarter  than  a  year  ago,  and  in  only  2  counties — Clay  and 
Kaakon — was  the  number  of  sales  this  quarter  less  than  50  percent  of  the 
corresponding  quarter  of  a  yoar  ago. 

Sales  activity  was  about  l/3  less  this  quarter  than  a  y-ar  ago, 
using  as  a  measure  the  percentage  of  land  in  farms  sold.     In  only  t.'.ro 
countic  s- -Haskell  and  Lancaster— was  there  more  sales  activity  in  the 
second  quarter  of  1945  than  in  the  same  quarter  of  1944,     There  was 
less  than  half  as  much  sales  activity  in  Judith  3asin,  Howard,  and 
Haakon  Counties  this  quarter  than  a  year  ago,  with  Haakon  County  having 
the  largest  reduction.     The  most  sales  activity  this  quarter  was  in 
Ward  County  and  the  least  was  in  Clay  County, 

There  wore  29  distress  transfers  this  quarter  compared  with  60 
a  year  ago  (table  6),    During  this  quarter,  1  bankruptcy  sale  was 
recorded  in  Adams  County  and  2  tax  titles  in  Haakon  County,  The 
balanco  of  tho  distress  transfers  occurred  in  tho  4  llorth  Dakota 
counties;  half  of  the  so  wore  in  '.iard  County, 


BUYERS 

Farmers  were  the  buyers  in  74  percent  of  the  salos  and  nonfarm_rs, 
in  26  percont  (table  7),     In  Haskoll  and  Norton  Counties,  over  90 
percent  of  the  buyers  wore  farmers,    Stutsman  County  was  tho  only 
county  in  which  more  buyers  wore  nonf armors  than  farmers.  One-third 
of  tho  buyers  in  Dickinson  and  Doucl  Counties  wcro  nonf  armors , 

Of  the  farmer  buyers,  78  percent  wero  owner- operators,  19  percont 
were  tenants,  and  3  percent  wore  sons  of  farmers  or  fr.nr.  labor- rs 
(table  7).     In  four  c cuntie s--Haskel  1,  Judith  Basin,  Douol ,  and  Clay- 
all  buyers  were  owner- operators,    Sixty-nino  percont  of  the  farmer 
buyers  in  Brookings  County  wero  tenants. 

Nonfarmers  have  been  becoming  more  important  as  buy:rs  of  land 
during  the  past  soveral  quarters.    Approximately  75  percent  of  all 
the  nonf armor  buyers  were  residents  of  the  counties  or  adjoining 
counties.     In  Adams  and  Haskell  Counties,  all  nonfarmers  wcro  rionrosi- 
dents,  while  in  Judith  Basin  and  Haakon  Counties,  more  nonfarmors  wore 
nonresidents  than  residents. 

It  was  tho  intention  of  95  percent  of  the  farmers  vfr.o  bought  land 
this  quarter  to  fam  the  land.    All  but  one  of  tho  tenant  farr.ers  plannotf 
to  farm  the  land  purchased.    Of  tho  nonfarmors  who  bought  land  this 
quarter,  96  percent  planned  to  lease  to  others  while  only  4  percent 
intonded  to  farm  the  land,    Approximatoly  75  percent  of  all  the  buyers 
this  quartor  planned  to  operate  the  land  purchased,  and  25  percont  to 
leaso  tho  land. 
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SELLE3RS 


Individuals  were  the  sellers  of  59  percent  of  tho  tracts  this 
quarter;  estates,  8  percent;  insurance  companies,  12  percent;  federal 
land  banks^  4  percont;  other  corporations,  5  percent;  state  governments, 
2  percent;  and  county  governments,  10  percent  (table  8)4    Compared  with 
the  last  quarter,  there  was  a  slightly  smaller  percentage  of  individuals, 
estates,  and  county  governments  as  sellers  of  land,  and  a  slightly  larger 
percentage  of  corporations.    Insurance  companies  sold  as  many  or  more 
tracts  than  the  combined  number  of  all  othor  sellers  in  Brookings  and 
Brown  Counties,     State  and  county  governments  sold  12  percent  of  the 
tracts,  primarily  in  Morton,  Stutsman,  Ward,  Brookings,  Brown  and 
Haakon  Counties, 

Farmers  comprised  24  percent  of  all  the  individual  sellers;  non- 
operators,  63  percent;  and  those  unclassified,  13  percent.     There  was 
a  larger  percentage  of  individual  nonoperators  and  a  smaller  percentage 
of  individual  farmers  selling  land  this  quarter  compared  with  last 
quarter • 

Of  tho  farmers  who  sold  land  this  quarter,  73  percent  arc  still 
farming,  15  percent  went  into  other  civilian  occupations,  and  12  percent 
rotirod. 


RBSAL3S 

Ten  percent  of  the  tracts  sold  this  quarter  had  been  purchased 
within  the  previous  24  months.    Fifty- two  percent  of  the  resales  had 
been  held  for  6  months  or  less,  21  percent  from  6  to  12  months,  12 
percont  from  12  to  18  months,  and  15  percent  from  18  to  24  months 
(table  9),    The  counties  with  the  highest  percentage  of  resales  wore 
Adams,  Haskell,  and  Judith  Basin;  and  the  counties  with  the  lowest 
percentage  woro  Morton,  Brookings,  and  Haakon, 

The  averago  prico  increase  for  all  of  tho  resales  was  41  percont. 
The  greatost  increase  in  the  average  prico  of  resales  was  71  percent 
in  Adams  County,  and  the  next  highest  was  48  percent  in  Clay  County.
